A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  ALUMNA 
ASSOCIATION 


The  past  year  has  been  the  most  important  in  the  history  of  our  Asso- 
ciation and  the  fruits  of  our  efforts  wiil  be  beneficial  to  girls  of  many  suc- 
ceeding generations. 

Pursuant  to  the  instruction  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  preliminary 
steps  were  taken  to  secure  a  Field  Secretary.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College  and  Seminary  cooperated  with  us  to  the  fullest  and  pledged  us 
the  financial  assistance  which  we  had  requested.  While  our  plans  were 
still  incomplete,  Dr.  Fraser  called  to  our  attention  several  offers  which  he 
had  received  from  professional  financing  corporations ;  and  when  represen- 
tatives of  such  firms  met  for  discussion  with  the  trustees,  a  committee 
from  our  Association  cooperated  with  them.  After  many  and  lengthy  con- 
ferences, it  was  deemed  best  at  the  present  time,  not  to  secure  a  secretary, 
but  to  lend  our  best  efforts  in  the  three  sided  campaign ;  because  the  re- 
sults would  be  the  same  which  we  hoped  to  attain  with  a  secretary,  namely : 
Stimulated  interest  in  our  Association  and  the  raising  of  our  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  The  Committee  which  so  faithfully  and  painstakingly 
served  at  the  preliminary  hearings  has  grown  into  the  Alurrmse  Campaign 
Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  following  members :

Mrs.  Howison  has  since  been  chosen  by  the  Campaign  Directors  to  go 
with  them  on  more  intensive  work.  No  one  could  have  given  them- 
selves more  heartily  to  an  exacting  task  than  these  ladies. 

The  climax  of  our  whole  year's  work  was  reached  when  we  were  able 
to  announce  to  Mr.  King  that  a  part  of  our  gift  to  the  College  should  be 
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expressed  in  a  building  named  for  him.  This  was  done  at  a  most  beautiful 
luncheon  given  him  by  the  Staunton  Chapter. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  organized  chapters.  The 
Staunton  Chapter  has  been  especially  active  and  it  has  been  an  inspiration 
to  the  virhole  Association. 

The  files  at  Campaign  headquarters  are  proof  that  many  old  girls  are 
leading  lives  of  service  and  usefulness,  and  that  many  are  holding  positions 
of  responsibility.  Since  we  have  so  much  first  hand  information  a  new 
line  of  endeavor  is  open  to  us. 

Your  President  would  like  to  see  steps  taken  by  this  Association, 
towards  establishing  an  Employment  Bureau,  not  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing money,  but  that  we  may  have  a  broader  field  of  activity. 

For  many  years  since  Miss  Weimar  gave  up  her  work  here  at  the 
Seminary  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  has  been  graced  with  a 
beautiful  bouquet  of  roses  from  her  own  garden.  So  again  I  wish  to  re- 
commend to  you  that  we  make  Miss  Ella  C.  Weimar  an  HONORARY 
MEMBER  of  the  Association  of  Alumnse  and  Former  Students  of  Mary 
Baldwin  Seminary  and  College  as  a  token  of  our  respect  and  appreciation. 

We  must  not  consider  our  year's  work  completed  until  we  have  brought 
to  a  successful  conclusion  our  campaign  for  the  Hall  of  Residence  named 
for  Mr.  King  and  the  establishing  of  an  endowment.  So  as  your  president, 
I  urge  that  you  help  in  any  way  in  which  you  may  be  called  upon  by  our 
Committee  which  is  serving  so  tirelessly  and  courageously.

The  Auditing  Committee  reported  the  Treasurer's  books  correct. 

The  President's  report,  which  was  accepted  with  the  recommendations, 
has  been  printed  in  front  of  Bulletin. 

Following  is  Dr.  Eraser's  message  to  the  Alumnae: 

GREETINGS  TO  ALUMN^. 

"The  subject  that  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  Alumnae  at  this 
commencement  is  their  campaign  for  $500,000.00  for  the  College.  When 
that  goal  was  adopted  a  year  ago,  it  seemed  like  an  immense  undertaking, 
and  doubtless  it  seemed  to  many  an  impossible  one.  But  the  majority 
decided  to  undertake  it,  and  it  has  now  been  quite  generally  accepted. 

"There  is  much  to  be  said  on  both  sides.  When  we  consider  the  large 
number  of  students  who  have  passed  through  the  Seminary,  the  aggregate 
of  wealth  represented  by  these  students  and  the  superior  character  of  the 
women  themselves,  it  looks  as  if  the  alumnae  ought  to  be  able  to  raise 
$500,000. 

"On  the  other  hand  we  do  labor  under  difficulties.  Our  former  stu- 
dents are  widely  scattered.  Many  of  them  were  short-term  students,  who 
came  here  for  preparation  and  went  elsewhere  for  college  degrees,  which 
we  have  not  until  recently  been  in  a  position  to  offer.  No  attempt  has 
ever  before  been  made  on  a  large  scale  to  organize  our  alumnae,  to  create 
an  esprit  de  corps,  or  to  bring  them  into  sympathetic  cooperation  in  any 
common  cause.  No  appeal  has  ever  been  made  to  them  for  financial  help 
in  maintaining  or  expanding  the  Alma  Mater.  The  task  the  alumnae  set 
themselves,  therefore,  was  not  merely  the  raising  of  a  sum  of  money,  but 
the  creation  of  an  organization  and  inspiring  it  with  a  sense  of  the  magni- 
tude and  the  thrill  of  a  great  enterprise.  It  necessarily  takes  time  to 
grasp  the  idea  of  the  large  scale  upon  which  contributions  must  be  made 
in  order  to  reach  the  goal.  Professional  conductors  of  campaigns  of  this 
sort  tell  us  that  all  experience  proves  that  one  per  cent,  of  the  contributors 
nearly  always  give  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  total.  That  means  in  this  case  that 
about  thirty-five  alumna  will  have  to  get  or  give  $250,000.00.  Are  there 
not  a  number  of  alumnae  whom  Providence  has  blessed  with  large  means, 
who  have  in  the  part  received  some  blessing  from  Mary  Baldwin  which  no 
money  can  measure,  into  whose  hearts  the  Lord  will  now  put  it  to  do  a 
really  big  part  in  the  true  spirit  of  Mary  Baldwin? 

"When  we  compare  the  advantages  with  the  difficulties,  we  cannot 
but  have  the  assurance  that  loyalty  to  our  name  and  also  loyalty  to  Mr. 
King,  for  whom  the  Alumnae  dormitory  is  to  be  named,  will  rise  above  all 
difficulties  and  assure  the  success. 

"If  the  whole  sum  is  not  raised  in  the  first  intensive  campaign,  the  zeal 
and  the  training  developed  by  that  campaign  will  insure  perseverance  in  the 
effort  until  at  last  the  goal  will  be  reached. 

"One  of  the  greatest  benefits  of  the  campaign  will  be  the  organization 
it  will  leave  behind  and  the  spirit  of  loyalty  and  cooperation  aroused. 
These  will  be  an  immense  moral  support  to  Mary  Baldwin  College  and 
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Alarj'  Baldwin  Seminary  throughout  their  future. 

"We  need  not  be  alarmed  at  the  large  gifts  we  are  making.  The  pay- 
ments will  be  spread  out  over  a  period  of  five  years.  I  have  had  exper- 
ience with  the  raising  of  large  sums  of  money.  As  a  result,  I  am  firmly 
convinced  that,  whilst  we  are  often  frightened  by  the  large  subscriptions 
we  make,  the  actual  payment  of  those  subscriptions  seldom  works  a  hard- 
ship. 

"The  cause  is  great.  We  are  not  merely  adding  one  more  to  the  great 
number  of  colleges  already  in  existence.  We  are  creating  a  type — the 
Mary  Baldwin  College.  There  is  a  need  for  it — a  dumb  cry  for  it.  Con- 
ditions in  the  Church,  in  education,  in  social  life  demand  it.  We  may 
have  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this.  We  need  only  to  heed 
the  call  for  help  from  the  Alma  Mater,  help  not  for  herself  but  in  her 
mission,  and  then  we  need  to  bring  into  action  all  the  latent  resources  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  noble  host  of  alumnse  and  we  will  have  done  a  splendid 
service  for  the  world,  one  worthy  of  our  name— MARY  BALDWIN." 

The  report  of  Miss  Higgins,  Principal  of  the  Miary  Baldwin  Seminary 
and  Dean  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  followed: 

"Madam  President  and  Alumnje  and  Former  Students  of  the  Mary 
Baldwin  Seminary  and  College  : 

"It  is  always  a  privilege  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  speak  to  the  Alumnae 
of  the  Mary  Baldwin  and  I  am  not  going  to  relinquish  that  privilege  en- 
tirely today.  However,  I  know  that  your  program  is  very  full  and  I  am 
going  to  ask  you  to  permit  me  to  add  a  few  brief  sentences  to  the  report 
which  I  made  to  the  Alumnae  of  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  on  March 
24th.  I  know  that  the  majority  of  those  present  have  read  that  report  and 
I  also  know  that  it  will  be  published  in  the  Alumnae  Bulletin.  The  usual 
routine  of  school  life  has  been  much  interrupted  during  the  past  session 
and  I  can  also  say  that  it  has  been  much  enlivened.  The  members  of  the 
faculty  and  the  students  have  shown  vital  and  substantial  interest  in  the 
College  Campaign.  The  girls  as  well  as  the  faculty  were  present  at  the 
final  meetings  of  the  local  campaign  and  added  greatly  to  the  life  and 
spirit  of  the  occasion  by  their  singing  and  other  youthful  demonstrations. 
After  mature  and  careful  deliberation,  the  whole  school  was  finally  organ- 
ized for  work  with  a  chairman.  Miss  Rocier  Martin,  President  Senior 
College  Class ;  Vice-Chairman,  Miss  Virginia  Bull,  President  Junior  Col- 
lege Senior  Class ;  with  committees  and  sub-committees.  The  spirit  of  in- 
terest and  cooperation  was  most  encouraging  and  the  substantial  return 
means  pledges  from  the  students  alone  which  amount  to  $10,000.  The 
faculty  and  officers  also  contributed  most  generously.  The  students  have 
taken  $25,000  as  their  objective  for  the  next  five  years.  They  propose 
asking  for  this  money  to  be  used  either  for  an  athletic  field  or  landscape 
gardening.  "Hurry  up  the  Campaign"  so  that  not  only  the  vision  of  the 
College  with  all  that  the  word  'college'  carries  with  it  may  soon  be  realized 
but  also  that  this  plant  may  become  the  finest  college-preparatory  school 
in  the  country.  The  sadly  needed  Gymnasium,  increased  space  for  every 
kind  of  open-air  recreation,  a  large  airy  social  room,  a  modern  auditorium, 
house-mothers   in   every   dormitory,   carefully   supervised   study,   and   our 


same  splendid  teachers  who  are  working  under  tremendous  difficulties  on 
account  of  the  division  of  interest  in  the  school.  All  of  these  things  and 
a  few  others  which  I  will  not  enumerate  would  provide  for  a  preparatory 
school  second  to  none  in  the  country.  This  vision  cannot  be  realized  until 
the  college  walls  rise  on  the  beautiful  spot  where  the  apple  trees  now  are 
so  firmly  rooted.  During  the  busy  years  of  this  college  reorganization  I 
have  not  allowed  my  mind  to  wander  from  modern  methods  and  re- 
quirements for    College    preparatory  work  and  special  departments. 

"Before  I  close  I  must  call  your  attention  to  our  five  college  seniors  of 
this  year.  Last  year  we  had  one,  this  year  five.  Ten  are  registered  for 
next  year  and  I  am  counting  twenty-four  for  1927.  May  I  promise  those 
1927  seniors  that  they  will  receive  their  A.  B.  degree  in  your  new  college 
Chapel?" 

The  members  of  the  Association  present  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
the  report  and  the  interest  shown  by  Miss  Higgins  in  her  cooperation  with 
the  Association  and  also  asked  her  to  express  to  the  students  their  appre- 
ciation for  their  interest  and  help  in  the  campaign. 

CONDENSED  CHAPTER  REPORTS 
STAUNTON : 

The  S+aunton  and  Augusta  County  Chapter,  numbering  98  members, 
has  in  truth  been  an  active  organization  during  the  past  year,  hut  we  ire 
not  giving  our  report  today  with  pride  of  accomplishment — we  have  many 
.ambitions  which  are  not  realized. 

Our  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  as  usual  on  October  4th,  Miss 
Baldwin's  birthday.  We  were  guests  of  Janet  Stephenson  Roller  and  are 
indebted  to  her  for  making  us  feel  that  we  were  not  at  a  "meeting,"  but  at  a 
delightful  party. 

"In  memory  of  Miss  Baldwin"  was  the  theme  of  the  early  part  of  our 
program.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  with  us  that  honored  alumna,  Mrs. 
Nellie  Hotchkiss-Holmes,  who  told  us  in  a  most  charming  manner 
many  intimate  and  interesting  stories  connected  with  the  life  of  Miss 
Baldwin.  She  particularly  mentioned  Miss  Baldwin's  abiding  interest  and 
love  for  Augusta  County  girls. 

In  the  early  part  of  December  our  Chapter,  through  the  able  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Olive  Brown  Hunter,  conducted  the  Alumnae  Christmas  Sale  of 
Fancy  Articles,  from  which  the  General  Organization  realized  $256.00. 
During  the  sale,  our  local  Chapter  served  sandwiches  and  tea,  thereby  in- 
creasing our  treasury  $104.00. 

It  was  on  March  6th  that  our  chapter  really  began  making  history. 
We  had  the  honor  of  being  hostesses  at  the  luncheon  given  Mr.  King,  at 
which  time  the  Association,  through  its  President,  announced  to  Mr.  King 
its  intention  of  erecting  a  William  Wayt  King  Hall  of  Residence  as  a  part 
of  the  new  college  plant. 

Previous  to  the  Staunton  Campaign  for  $100,000  a  meeting  was  held 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Sunday  School  Building  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
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forming  the  Alumnae  of  the  plans  for  the  coming  campaign.  It  was  at 
this  meeting  that  Mrs.  Annie  Hotchkiss  Howison,  Chairman  of  the  Cam- 
paign Executive  Committee,  made  the  formal  announcement  that  the  in- 
dividual alumnse  quota  would  be  $250.00,  to  be  made  in  five  year  payments 
of  $50.00  each. 

While  we  were  assembled  at  this  meeting  we  learned  that  Miss  Weimar 
had  been  quite  sick;  flowers  were  sent  to  her  as  an  expression  of  our  con- 
cern. 

During  the  city's  campaign  mentioned  above,  the  Staunton  and  Augusta 
County  Chapter  took  a  creditable  part — fired  with  enthusiasm,  and  armed 
with  a  complete  list  of  Augusta  county  alumnae,  36  regular  campaign 
workers  covered  the  town  and  county  in  their  effort  to  see  that  every  "old 
girl"  was  solicited. 

One  year  ago  on  the  fourteenth  of  May,  at  a  meeting  held  at  my  home, 
one  zealous  alumna  gave  $30  to  be  the  nest  egg  for  the  college  fund.  It  is 
significant  that  when  the  city  campaign  treasurer  was  asked  how  much 
the  Alumnae  Division  raised  during  the  campaign  he  reported  $30,000.

A  few  days  ago  I  was  talking  with  the  grandmother  of  one  of  the  girls 
who  is  at  present  in  the  college  here.  She  said  "It  is  a  real  distress  to  me 
that  my  grand-daughter  can't  come  back  to  Mary  Baldwin  next  year,  but 
I  suppose  she  will  go  to  Randolph-Macon.  She  has  college  aspirations  and 
feels  that  she  must  get  her  degree  from  a  Class  A  College."  In  these  com- 
ing weeks  of  the  Alumnse  Campaign  shall  we  not  hasten  the  establishment 
of  a  Class  A  Mary  Baldwin  College?    We  can  do  this  in  two  ways  : 

First— By  definite  prayer  for  the  $500,000.00. 

Second — By  every  individual  feeling  responsible  for  either  giving  or 
getting  $250. 

Tomorrow  morning  at  eleven  o'clock,  our  chapter  will  have  automobiles 
in  front  of  the  school.  All  visiting  alumnae  and  visiting  patrons  are  in- 
vited to  go  for  a  drive.

In  the  preceding  account  of  the  business  meeting  you  have 
read  that  we  made  $256.00  on  the  Christmas  Sale  held  at  the  Mary- 
Baldwin,  December  2nd  ,last  year.  Since  the  Association  has 
pledged  $1,500  to  the  Campaign  from  the  Christmas  Sales,  they 
will  be  continued  for  the  present. 

The  response  of  the  alumnae  in  sending  in  articles  last  year 
was  fine.

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LUNCHEON  FOR  MR.  KING 

In  the  year  1922  the  Seminary  was  transferred  to  the  ownership  and 
control  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Virginia,  one  condition  being  the 
Synod  would  make  of  it  a  standard  college.  A  Board  of  Trustees  was  ap- 
pointed by  Synod  to  take  control  of  it.  Accordingly  the  name  was  changed 
to  "Mary  Baldwin  College,"  and  a  full  college  curriculum  was  inaugurated. 
The  Seminary  had  for  years  been  giving  the  equivalent  of  three  years' 
college  work,  and  was  recognized  as  a  Junior  College. 

A  college  site  has  been  bought,  consisting  of  215  acres  on  the  Lee 
National  Highway,  a  mile  from  Staunton.  It  commands  beautiful  views  of 
the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  is  excellently  adapted  to  improvement  for 
college  uses.  The  money  with  which  this  property  was  bought  came  from 
a  legacy  of  about  $27,000,  left  to  the  Seminary  by  Miss  Baldwin.  The 
money  was  carefully  invested,  and  neither  principal  nor  interest  was  ever 
touched  through  twentj'-five  years.  In  that  time  it  had  increased  to 
$60,000,  enough  to  pay  the  whole  price  of  the  new  college  site. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  raised  the 
sum  of  $100,000  for  the  college.  The  Alumnae  are  now  working  to  raise  a 
fund,  setting  as  a  goal  $500,000. 

The  Aliimncc  Fund  ivill  be  devoted  first  of  all  to  a  building  in  honor  of 
Mr.  IV.  IV.  King,  and  bearing  his  name,  and  also  to  other  features  in  the 
development,  whereby  the  college  may  be  enlarged  and  strengthened  and 
the  memory  of  Miss  Baldwin  may  be  made  even  more  illustrious  for  ages 
to  come.  Mr.  King  has  served  the  institution  as  Business  Manager  for 
thirty-five  years.  His  chief  work  has  been  identified  with  the  physical  side 
of  the  Seminary,  providing  for  the  comfort  of  the  students.  No  one  to  a 
greater  degree  has  won  the  afifection  and  gratitude  of  the  successive  groups 
of  students,  and  their  desire  to  perpetuate  his  memory  in  the  institution, 
and  particularly  in  connection  with  the  department  of  physical  comfort,  is 
a  beautiful  and  appropriate  tribute  to  him. 

Appreciation  of  his  ideals  of  comfort  and  beauty  in  dormitory  facilities, 
which  he  has  lived  up  to  in  making  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  a  home  for 
present  and  past  students,  will  be  expressed  in  a  contemplated  dormitory  of 
the  new  college  which  shall  bear  his  name,  the  William  Wayt  King  build- 
ing. 

This  was  the  message  brought  by  Mrs.  D.  H.  Hill  Arnold,  of 
Elkins,  W.  Va.,  president  of  the  Association  of  Alumnse  and  Former  Stu- 
dents of  MJary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College,  who  presided  over  the 
luncheon  at  the  Stonewall  Jackson  hotel  in  honor  of  Mr.  King,  completing 
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this  year  his  thirty-fifth  year  of  uninterrupted  service  as  business  manager 
of  the  seminary.  Mrs.  Arnold  expressed  in  eloquent  terms  the  diligence  of 
the  honored  guest  in  making  the  surroundings  of  the  seminary  beautiful, 
homelike,  and  pleasant. 

The  luncheon  was  given  by  the  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  Chapter 
of  Alumnffi  and  Former  Students  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College, 
of  which  Mrs.  Herbert  McK.  Smith  is  chairman  and  more  than  a  hundred 
alumnae  and  guests  responded  to  the  invitation.  The  luncheon  was  served 
in  the  ball  room  of  the  Stonewall  Jackson  hotel,  which  was  attractively 
decorated  for  the  occasion  with  the  colors  of  Mary  Baldwin.  The  tables 
were  arranged  in  the  form  of  a  "K,"  and  were  bright  with  jonquils  and 
gay  favors  in  the  familiar  yellow  and  white.

The  bearing-in  of  a  huge  cake — "Angel  William  Wayt"  according  to  the 
menu — splendid  with  thirty-five  candles,  was  accompanied  by  an  outburst  of 
applause  and  was  the  signal  for  the  beginning  of  post-prandial  ceremonies. 

Mrs.  Arnold  had  the  closest  attention  as  she  stated  the  purpose  of  the 
gathering : 

"Four  hundred  years  ago  these  words  were  written :  'What  shall  I  do 
to  be  forever  known,  and  make  the  age  to  come  my  own?'  Worthwhile 
individuals  in  generation  after  generation  have  asked  this  question.  Some 
have  said  the  arts,  some  letters,  some  theology,  and  each  who  has  pondered 
the  subject  has  answered  it  in  the  way  they  thought  was  best  suited  to  the 
peculiar  talent  with  which  he  was  endowed.  From  the  success  which  Mary 
Baldwin  Seminary  has  achieved,  I  know  Mr.  King  most  carefully  con- 
sidered the  question,  what  was  his  talent  that  could  be  forever  known? 
We  have  seen  the  seminary  grow.  Building  after  building  remodelled,  and 
new  ones  erected,  and  all  kept  in  a  manner  to  please  the  e3^e  and  satisfy  the 
most  fastidious ;  all  of  these  great  answers  to  Mr.  King's  question.  Not 
arts,  not  letters,  not  theology,  but  a  profession  upon  which  all  depend,  busi- 
ness, of  which  Lowell  has  said,  'There  is  no  better  ballast  for  keeping  the 
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ALUMNA  BANQUET 


On  Friday  evening,  May  22nd,  a  banquet  was  held  in  the  Seminary 
dining  room,  which  was  artistically  decorated  in  the  school  colors,  white 
and  yellow,  and  baskets  of  lovely  flowers. 

The  president,  Mrs.  Reba  Andrews-Arnold  presided  in  a  most  charming 
manner.  The  speech  of  welcome  was  given  by  Miss  Higgins,  and  among 
the  other  speakers  were :  Miss  Rocier  M&rtin,  president  of  the  College 
graduating  class ;  Miss  Josephine  Timberlake,  editor  of  the  Volta  Review, 
a  magazine  published  by  the  Volta  Bureau,  which  was  established  for  the 
Increase  and  Diffusion  of  Knowledge  Relating  to  the  Deaf ;  Mrs.  Libbie 
Alby  Bull,  a  missionary  to  Kunsan,  Korea;  Miss  Eugenia  Bumgardner, 
whose  book  "Undaunted  Exiles"  has  been  recently  published ;  Mrs.  Ina  Ast 
Paine,  chairman  of  the  Knoxville  Chapter ;  Mrs  Annie  Hotchkiss  Howison, 
chairman  of  the  Campaign  Executive  Committee ;  Mr.  Hedrick,  cam- 
paign manager ;  Mrs.  Emily  Pancake  Smith,  chairman  of  the  local  chapter 
announced  that  the  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  Chapter  had  pledged  an 
additional  $1000  toward  the  $500,000  campaign. 

Mrs.  Sallie  Spear  Hicks  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  was  called  upon  for  a 
few  remarks  which  she  gave  as  a  tribute  to  Miss  Baldwin.  Miss  Virginia 
Bull,  our  Alumnae  Scholarship  pupil  and  president  of  the  Junior  College 
graduating  class  closed  with  a  few  words  which  are  here  given : 

"After  five  years  at  Mary  Baldwin  I  think  it  quite  fitting  that  I  should 
have  tonight  the  privilege  of  saying  goodbye.  Nor  do  I  know  that  I  have 
ever  before  had  a  privilege  which  has  also  been  at  the  same  time  a  sorrow. 

"My  goodbye  tonight  brings  a  farewell  message  from  two  things,  first, 
to  all  from  the  out-going  class,  and  then  from  the  last  class  of  the  Junior 
College. 

"Our  class  of  1925  has  considered  it  a  unique  privilege  to  be  members  of 
this  last  class  because  we  are  proud  of  the  Seminary  Standards. 

"If  Mary  Baldwin  Spirit  gets  into  Mary  Baldwin  College  as  it  has  lived 
in  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary,  there  is  no  doubt  that  she  will  be  the  great 
college  for  which  we  are  hoping.  With  that  spirit,  with  Miss  Higgins  back 
of  it  you  can  be  certain  that  it  will  be  a  wonderful  college ! 

"And  now  on  behalf  of  the  Class  of  1925,  I  say  goodbye,  first  to  our 
Principal,  Miss  Higgins,  and  our  President,  Dr.  Eraser ;  then  to  our 
faculty,  our  fellow  students,  and  members  of  the  Association  of  Alumnse 
of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College.

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velopment  under  her  leadership.  The  years  go  by.  Then  came  a  day  when 
we  realized  Miss  Baldwin's  strength  was  waning.  In  this  critical  period  in 
the  history  of  our  beloved  alma  mater,  through  that  divine  guidance  which 
Miss  Baldwin  ever  sought  and  followed,  Wayt  King,  in  the  fine  flower  of 
his  youth,  came  to  the  seminary  as  Miss  Baldwin's  secretary,  all  untried, 
yet  surely  with  a  vision  of  the  future. 

"We  know  not  when  Mr.  King's  genius  first  came  to  fiower,  but  we  do 
know  that  it  matured  and  today  we  are  reaping  a  rich  reward  of  fruitage. 

"We  know  too,  that  he  is  a  true  builder,  for  when  we  see  how  he  has 
taken  an  aggregation  of  unharmonious  buildings  and  brought  them  into 
perfect  accord  illustrating  the  one  true  type  of  American  architecture,  we 
know  his  is  a  vision  of  genius. 

"When  we  dream  of  the  future  child  of  our  alm.a  mater,  Mary  Baldwin 
College,  we  fain  would  picture  the  features  of  the  mother  repeated  in  the 
child,  else  perhaps  we  m.ay  not  love  her  quite  so  well.  So  long  as  Wayt 
King  lives  with  us,  the  knight  without  fear  and  without  reproach,  we  shall 
lean  upon  him.  Is  it  any  wonder  we  wish  to  perpetuate  his  name  in  last- 
ing stone  ?  A  hall  of  residence  dedicated  to  William  Wayt  King,  a  tribute 
from  Mary  Baldwin  girls." 

In  introducting  Mrs.  H.  McK.  Smith,  Mrs.  Arnold  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  all  present  of  her  whose  organizing  ability  and  devotion  had 
brought  about  this  luncheon.     Mrs.  Smith  said  : 

"I  never  knew  an  'old  girl'  who  didn't  love  Mr.  King.  They  all  do,  yet 
there  seems  to  have  been  no  jealousy  among  his  admirers  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  he  has  always  been  partial  to  one  girl.  We  have  all  noticed  that 
he  talks  about  this  one  girl  more  than  any  of  the  rest.  Perhaps  it  isn't  quite 
fair  to  Mrs.  King  for  me  to  tell  this,  but  it  is  true.  We  have  noticed  his 
face  light  up  with  pleasure  at  the  mere  mention  of  her  name.  He  is  never 
happy  when  he  is  not  in  her  presence.  She  is  one  of  the  "old  girls."  Her 
name  is  Old  Augusta.  Today  Old  Augusta  returns  that  affection,  and  from 
this  day  forward  she  pledges  him  her  troth." 

Many  were  the  messages  received  prior  to  the  luncheon  from  chapters 
of  alumnse  in  various  parts  of  Am.erica,  and  from  friends  of  Mr.  King. 

At  a  recent  gathering  of  the  Atlanta  chapter  of  the  Alumnse  considerable 
eagerness  was  shown  regarding  the  coming  Alumnae  campaign.  Miss 
Nannie  Witherspoon  McFarland,  who  had  represented  the  college  at  that 
affair,  brought  a  message  from  the  loyal  "old  girls"  of  Georgia. 

It  was  a  happy  thought  on  the  part  of  the  committee  in  charge  to  have 
a  word  from  one  of  the  present  student  body.  Miss  Virginia  Bull,  who 
holds  the  Alumnae  Missionary  Scholarship  to  the  Mary  Baldwin  College, 
spoke  for  the  Baldwin  girls  of  today. 

"Mr.  King  is  never  too  busy  or  tired  to  help  any  girl  with  anything. 
He  gives  his  attention  to  the  smallest  details.  He  never  makes  you  feel  as 
if  you  are  boring  him,   and   I   really  believe  he   is  interested.     With   the 
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greatest  joy  I  bring  a  tribute  of  love  and  appreciation  to  Mr.  King  from 
the  Marj'  Baldwin  girls  of  today." 

In  introducing  Miss  Marianna  P.  Higgins,  Principal  of  the  Seminary 
and  Dean  of  the  College,  Airs.  Arnold  said: 

"We  'old  girls'  are  justly  proud  of  Miss  Higgins,  for  we  look  with  ad- 
miration upon  the  magnificent  way  she  has  handled  the  transition  of  a 
seminary  into  a  college  and  her  skillful  manner  of  conducting  both 
branches.  She  has  caught  the  vision  of  Miss  Baldwin  and  Miss  Weimar 
who  so  carefully  laid  the  foundation.  Her  ability  in  the  field  of  education 
assures  us  of  the  success  of  the  Mary  Baldwin." 

With  her  customary  impressive  style,  the  principal  of  the  Seminary  and 
dean  of  the  College  brought  the  viewpoint  of  the  administration  and  faculty 
of  the  college  on  Mr.  King : 

"I  heard  recently  of  this  new  petition  which  the  wilful  maiden  of  today 
has  added  to  her  litany:  'From  wholesome  food  and  worthy  young  men, 
good  Lord,  deliver  us.'  I  believe  that  our  honored  toastmistress  has  added 
another  petition  to  her  litany  as  she  asked  indirectly  to  be  delivered  from 
long  after  dinner  speeches.  How  can  I  express  in  three  minutes  the  deep 
interest  and  abiding  affection  which  the  officers  and  members  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  feel  toward  our  loyal  friend,  in  whose  honor 
we  are  assembled  today  and  who  is  proud  to  number  his  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  Mary  Baldwin  by  over  a  score  and  a  half. 

"I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  bring  intra-mural  greetings  to  one  who 
is  ever  read}'  to  add  to  the  comfort,  the  peace,  and  happiness  of  those  who 
dwell  within  the  walls.  His  keen  business  acumen,  his  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  service,  his  cheerful  temperament,  his  courteous  consideration  have  all 
been  strong  contributing  factors  in  the  phenomenal  success  of  the  great 
school  of  which  I  heard  on  a  train  a  prominent  figure  in  national  education 
recently  make  this  remark :  'Mary  Baldwin  has  been  a  refining  influence  in 
Southern  life.'  What  splendid  and  delightful  memories  come  trooping  to 
the  mind  of  our  friends  as  the  vision  of  the  development  of  the  school 
which  he  has  served  so  faithfully  in  these  thirty-five  years  has  become  a 
reality. 

"These  years  of  varying  success  have  witnessed  no  variance  in  the 
devotion  to  duty  of  the  efficient  business  manager.  Would  that  I  had 
known  those  early  friends  of  his  who  by  purity  of  character  and  outstand- 
ing scholarship  have  engraved  peculiar  distinction  upon  the  life  of  the 
Mary  Baldwin,  but,  as  my  years  of  service  as  teacher  and  principal  num- 
ber not  quite  half  of  his,  I  must  content  myself  by  taking  very  genuine 
pleasure  in  bearing  cordial  and  affectionate  greetings  from  the  Mary  Bald- 
win College  and  all  who  dwell  therein  today  to  our  friend,  Mr.  William 
Wayt  King."

ness.' How  true  this  is  of  Mr.  King.  Today  we  celebrate  the  thirty-fifth 
year  of  his  continuous  effort  for  our-  beloved  seminary  and  college.  Every 
office  has  its  duties,  cares  and  perplexities,  likewise  its  prerogatives. 

"Just  now  I  am  exercising  with  keen  personal  gratification,  my  prero- 
gative in  expressing  to  you,  Mr.  King,  the  affection,  appreciation  and  trust 
in  which  you  are  held  by  this  association,  I  am  enjoying  to  the  fullest  my 
office  and  for  this  reason  I  am  happy  to  be  the  president.  Mr.  King,  dur- 
ing your  thirty-five  years  of  service  to  us  you  have  shown  that  your  heart 
and  soul  have  been  in  the  fine  work  you  have  done.  Your  every  thought 
has  been  for  the  safety,  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  girls  who  have  enter- 
ed Mary  Baldwin  and  for  the  success  of  the  school.  Every  girl  who 
has  come  and  gone  during  these  years  has  some  cherished  memory  of  your 
kindness,  your  cheerfulness  and  your  thoughtfulness.  The  Association  of 
Alumnae  and  Former  Students  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College  ex- 
pect to  realize  in  the  campaign  about  to  begin,  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. We  old  girls  want  you  and  those  who  come  after  us  to  know  just 
what  you  have  meant  to  us.  Realizing  that  a  dormitory  will  be  one  of  the 
first  permanent  buildings  erected  in  the  college  group,  and  remembering 
that  you  have  always  been  diligent  in  making  the  surroundings  for  the  girls 
who  have  come  to  the  seminary  beautiful,  homelike  and  pleasant,  we  intend 
a  portion  of  our  contribution  to  the  college  to  be  expressed  in  a  dormitory 
bearing  the  name,  "The  William  Wayt  King  building,"  this  dormitory  to 
express  your  ideal  of  beauty  and  comfort." 

The  unstudied  enthusiasm  which  greeted  this  announcement  was  a  signi- 
ficant testimony  in  itself  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  Mr.  King  is  held  by 
all  former  students  of  the  seminary. 

In  a  voice  quivering  with  emotion,  Mr.  King  responded  to  this  tribute: 

"Madam  President,  Members  of  the  Association  of  Alumnse  and  For- 
mer Students  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College,  and  Other  Guests : 

"On  Friday  last  I  received  this  most  gracious  invitation  which  more 
than  compensates  me  for  everything  that  I  have  ever  been  able  to  do  for 
the  Alumnae  and  former  students  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College 
during  the  past  thirty-five  years. 

"  'Dear  Mr.  King : 

"  'Realizing  that  this  is  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  your  constant  and  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  Seminary,  the  Staunton  and  Augusta  County  Chapter 
of  the  Alumnae  Association  v/ishes  to  make  memorable  your  term  of  ser- 
vice. As  an  expression  of  our  love  and  esteem,  we  want  to  give  a  luncheon 
in  your  honor  at  the  Stonewall  Jackson  hotel  on  Friday,  March  the  sixth, 
at  1  :30. 

"  'Please  let  us  hear  if  this  date  is  agreeable  to  you. 

"  'Emily  P.  Smith. 
"  'Affectionately, 
"  'Chairman,  Staunton  and  Augusta  Chapter.' " 
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"Some  weeks  ago  the  Rev.  J.  Lewis  Gibbs,  chairman  of  the  Rotary  club, 
asked  me  to  respond  on  our  annual  ladies  night  to  the  toast,  'Our  Fair 
Guests.'  I  told  him  that  I  could  not  and  would  not  talk  about  the  ladies, 
but  that  it  was  the  joy  of  my  life  to  talk  to  them.  Now  I  am  in  a  more 
serious  predicament,  as  I  have  the  opportunity  of  talking  to  the  finest 
body  of  women  on  the  earth,  and  I  am  scared  to  death.  In  my  dilemma  I 
asked  a  lady  friend  to  tell  me  how  long  I  should  speak.  Her  reply  was — 
'Make  it  like  a  lady's  dress — long  enough  to  cover  the  subject,  and  short 
enough  to  be  interesting.'  I  will  try  to  follow  her  suggestion.  This  to  me 
is  a  real  love  feast.  There  are  three  outstanding  days  in  my  life  which 
fill  my  heart  with  joy — First,  the  day  I  was  married;  second,  when  I  was 
given  a  luncheon  at  the  Waldorf  Astoria  by  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the 
Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  Alumns  several  years  ago  ;  and  today. 

"This  event  is  the  cap  stone  of  my  life. 

"I  cannot  express  in  words  my  heartfelt  appreciation  and  gratitude  for 
this  demonstration  of  your  love  and  affection.  My  service  for  you  and 
your  alma  mater  has  been  a  work  of  love.  Miss  Baldwin  with  whom  I 
was  associated  for  eight  years  has  been  my  inspiration  and  guiding  hand 
in  everything  that  I  have  been  able  to  accomplish.  She  outlined  to  me 
many  timies  what  she  would  like  to  have  in  new  buildings  and  equipment, 
and  I  believe  that  what  we  now  have  is  in  answer  to  her  praj^ers.  To  recite 
facts  and  figures  would  consume  too  much  time  and  is  needless,  as  we  all 
know  that  the  Mary  Baldwin  stands  as  a  monument  to  her  wisdom  and  far 
sightedness  in  the  education  of  the  young  Avomen  of  our  country. 

At  my  urgent  request,  Hon.  Armistead  C.  Gordon,  a  distinguished  Vir- 
ginian, and  a  great  admirer  of  Miss  Baldwin,  has  written  a  brief  Memoir 
of  her  life  and  achievements,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  on  this  mem- 
orable occasion  to  present  to  each  one  of  you  a  copy  of  this  small  booklet 
in  which  is  so  beautifully  and  accurately  described  this  great  Christian 
woman's  work  in  the  making  of  the  Mary  Baldwin. 

"I  believe  that  the  Mary  Baldwin  will  continue  to  be  blest  "Lest  we 
forget"  to  honor  and  revere  the  memory  of  this  distinguished  woman  whose 
strong  personality  has  given  it  such  wide  prestige  throughout  our  country. 

"The  continued  success  of  the  school  since  Miss  Baldwin's  death  in 
1897  is  due  largely  to  the  cooperation  and  splendid  constructive  work  of  my 
associates  Miss  Weimar  and  Miss  Higgins,  and  their  wise  selection  of  the 
members  of  our  faculty  known  far  and  wide  for  their  scholarship  and 
fidelity.  I  want  all  of  the  old  M.  B.  S.  girls  to  remember  that  my  love  for 
them  and  the  Mary  Baldwin  knows  no  bounds,  and  I  am  yours  to  command 
as  long  as  I  live  and  my  goal  is  a  hundred  years." 

Mrs.  Arnold  then  introduced  Mrs.  Anne  Hotchkiss  Howison,  who  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  Alumna  Campaign  Executive  Committee : 

"My  personal  contact  with  the  seminary  covers  an  unbroken  period  of 
sixty  years.  In  September  1865  I  entered  the  primary  department,  and 
followed  the  courses  of  the  seminary  through  a  period  of  ten  years.  I 
knew  Miss  Baldwin  all  through  the  wonderful  years  of  growth  and  de- 
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The  day  was  decidedly  a  King  day.  None  of  the  host  of  attributes  of 
Mr.  King  were  to  be  overlooked.  Even  his  most  intimate  and  personal 
tastes  were  to  have  a  place  on  the  program.  As  founder  and  director  of  the 
Red  Headed  Club  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College,  it  was  not  sur- 
prising that  these  should  be  a  representative  from  that  club  present.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lee  Lynn  sang  the  tribute  of  the  red  headed  girls : 

Because  They  Axl  Love  You 

Long  years  ago,  as  you  well  know 

In  See-king  to  be  fair, 

We  did  not  guess 

The  secret  rests 

In  having  red,  red  hair ! 

In  every  girl  with  bob  or  curl

DINNER  IN  HONOR  OF  MISS  HIGGINS 

On  Monday  evening,  March  23rd,  Miss  Marianna  P.  Higgins,  dean  of 
the  Mary  Baldwin  College  and  principal  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary, 
was  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
college  board  of  trustees.  The  members  of  the  campaign  executive  commit- 
tee and  faculty  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  were  among  the  guests. 

The  occasion  was  one  for  many  warm  expressions  of  appreciation  of 
the  achievements  of  Miss  Higgins.  From  all  quarters  of  the  gathering, 
including  some  sixty  people,  came  sincere  praise  for  the  principal  and  dean 
who  was  the  outstanding  figure  of  the  evening.  Other  speakers  besides  Dr. 
Fraser,  who  acted  as  toastmaster,  included  Miss  Edith  Latane,  W.  W. 
King,  Judge  Wm.  A.  Pratt,  B.  M.  Hedrick,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Howison,  and  W. 
F.  Bristol. 

MISS   latane' S    ADDRESS 

"I  speak  for  the  Mary  Baldwin  faculty  on  this  occasion  which  you,  the 
Trustees,  have  planned  in  honor  of  Miss  Higgins.  We,  of  the  faculty  want 
you  to  know  that  we  are  no  whit  behind  you  in  lo3'alty  to  our  head,  in 
appreciation  of  her  ability,  in  recognition  of  her  achievement.  You  see 
her  at  intervals,  on  more  or  less  formal  occasions,  in  public.  We  see  her 
morning,  noon,  and  night,  in  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day's  work  and 
under  the  strain  of  emergencies. 

"We  are  famiHar  with  the  adage  that  'no  man  is  a  hero  to  his  valet.' 
But  in  the  pitiless  publicity  of  a  boarding  school,  with  its  incessant  and 
intimate  contacts,'  when  the  woman  at  the  head  holds  the  respect  and  ad- 
miration of  her  faculty,  I  say  she  is  a  real  woman. 

Miss  Higgins  came  as  a  teacher  of  English  to  this  school  at  a  time  when 
it  was  more  concerned  with  conserving  its  fine  old  traditions  than  with 
adapting  itself  to  the  newer  organization  of  education.  For  that  reason  our 
courses  of  study  did  not  correspond  to  those  of  other  schools,  and  although 
the  quality  of  the  work  was  fine,  our  students  could  never  get  full  credit 
when  they  went  elsewhere.  Miss  Higgins  rearranged  the  English  courses 
of  the  preparatory  school  according  to  the  regulation  College  Entrance 
requirements.  Thus  began  a  general  re-organization,  and  during  the  last 
year  of  Miss  Weimar's  administration,  the  State  Board  of  Education  re- 
cognized the  Mary  Baldwin  in  two  distinct  departments,  the  preparatory 
school  and  the  Junior  College.  The  first  piece  of  constructive  work  which 
Miss  Higgins  did  here  suggests  what  seems  to  me  the  fundamental  idea  of 
all  her  scholastic  efforts,  to  take  the  material  at  hand,  conserve  all  that  is 
best  in  it,  and  re-organize  it  according  to  the  highest  standards  of  the  time. 
This  is  honest  and  it  is  efficient.  Let  each  course  of  study  have  a  definite 
status  and  be  honestly  what  it  purports  to  be.     Scholastic  integrity  is  to 
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a  school  what  intellectual  integrity  is  to  the  individual.  Personally,  I  know 
of  no  woman  who  has  made  a  braver  fight,  year  by  year,  for  scholastic  inte- 
grity. Has  the  fight  been  won?  Ask  other  schools  and  colleges.  They 
have  been  giving  the  Mary  Baldwin  a  steadily  increasing  recognition. 
When  the  National  Association  of  Principals  of  Schools  made  Miss  Hig- 
gins  chairman  of  the  whole  Southern  Department,  they  knew  her  educa- 
tional ideals. 

I  wonder  if  we  have  the  faintest  idea  of  what  her  problems  have  been. 
First,  the  assuming  of  the  headship  must  have  been  very  difficult.  To  be 
one  among  equals  and  then  quickly  promoted  to  authority  over  them  all ! 
It  must  have  meant  a  complete  change  in  point  of  view,  a  readjustment  to 
new  place,  a  testing  out  of  one's  very  self,  a  new  loneliness  in  authority 
and  responsibility.     She  faced  it  all  and  she  won. 

"But  hardly  had  she  found  herself,  when  our  nation  went  to  war.  That 
brought  utterly  new  difficulties  and  problems,  things  not  remotely  connected 
with  the  ideals  she  was  planning  to  work  out.  It  was  hard  to  have  all  of 
that  added  to  a  new  task  that  seemed  enough  by  itself,  but  an  invincible 
courage,  strong  determination,  unremitting  zeal,  won  out  again. 

"Then  at  last,  when  the  war  clouds  had  gone,  she  devoted  herself  to  the 
normal  problems  of  school  and  college  life.  The  goal  was  to  make  the 
preparatory  school  the  best  school  of  its  kind  and  to  make  the  junior  col- 
lege the  very  best  Junior  College  in  the  whole  South.  This  was  the  road 
along  which  Miss  Higgins  was  planning  to  lead  us.  A  goodly,  smooth 
highway  it  seemed.  But  not  so ;  Then  it  was  that  Mary  Baldwin  College 
loom.ed  up  on  the  horizon.  New  readjustments,  new  problems,  new  com- 
plications. The  Junior  College,  child  of  such  hope  and  such  promise,  was 
to  be  lost  in  the  larger  enterprise.  Go  to !  Let  us  have  a  College !  Miss 
Higgins  did  not  falter.  She  set  herself  to  make  a  college  curriculum,  using 
as  was  her  wont,  the  material  at  hand,  the  Junior  College  courses  as  a 
foundation.  Very  few  people  dream  of  the  hard  study  it  took,  of  the 
hours  and  hours,  by  day  and  by  night,  spent  on  the  curricula  of  women's 
colleges  all  over  the  land,  of  the  hours  of  thought  expended  on  some  one 
point  of  the  entrance  requirement,  or  on  the  inclusion  or  exclusion  of  some 
course  in  the  requirements  for  a  degree.  We  believe  that  our  curriculum, 
limited  as  it  is,  follows  the  right  lines,  is  the  tiny  bud  that  will  break  some 
day  into  the  full  flower. 

"On  behalf  of  the  Faculty  I  thank  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Trustees  of  Mary  Baldwin  College  for  arranging  this  delightful  occasion 
and  permitting  us  to  join  with  you  in  honor  of  our  Principal  and  Dean. 
We  do  well  to  honor  her.  None  know  better  than  we  how  unstintedly  she 
has  given  and  is  giving  her  whole  self  to  the  Mary  Baldwin.  And  when  she 
gives  herself  she  gives  rare  qualities.  Year  by  year  my  admiration  grows, 
for  her  ability,  her  capacity  for  work,  an  inner  strength  that  carries  her 
through  difficulties  that  would  overwhelm  an  ordinary  woman,  and  I  am 
grateful  for  the  friendship  she  has  so  generously  given.  We  wish  her 
health,  and  wealth,  and  length  of  days !" 
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Mr.  King  spoke  briefly  of  the  work  of  Miss  Higgins  and  stated  how 
well  she  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  Board's  choice  and  congratulated 
her  on  her  success,  telling  how  she  has  given  her  time  and  talents  without 
reservation  and  is  due  all  the  honors  of  the  memorable  occasion. 

To  give  the  students'  view  of  Miss  Higgins,  Miss  Virginia  Parkins,  an 
alumna,  spoke  in  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  night's  guest  of 
honor,  of  her  establishing  high  standards,  of  her  winning  the  affection  and 
loyalty  of  the  students,  of  her  high  ideals  of  honor,  courage,  and  true 
womanhood  which  are  ever  before  the  student  body,  and  closed  her  remarks 
with  assurance  as  to  the  result  of  her  labors. 

Miss  Higgins  then  was  introduced  and  she  expressed  her  thanks.  She 
declared  that  she  accpeted  her  appointment  to  the  Seminary  with  "fear 
and  trembling"  and  thanked  the  board  of  trustees  for  their  confidence,  con- 
sideration, and  friendship,  expressing  deep  appreciation  of  the  opportunity 
afforded  her  of  assuming  charge  of  a  large  school  and  of  now  directing  the 
new  college. 

MISS  HIGGINS  HONORED 

It  is  interesting  here  to  note  that  at  the  closing  exercises  of  Hampden- 
Sidney  College  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature  was  conferred  upon 
Miss  Marianna  P.  Higgins,  dean  of  Mary  Baldwin  College.  This  is  con- 
sidered a  rare  honor  indeed  as  it  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Hamp- 
den-Sidney  that  such  an  honorary  degree  has  even  been  conferred  upon  a 
woman. 
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SPECIAL  REPORT 


Report  given  by  Miss  Higgins  at  the  meeting  of  the  Staunton  and 
Augusta  County  Alumnae  Chapter,  March  24,  1925. 

"Madam  President,  Alumnse  of  Staunton  and  Augusta  county,  and 
Guests : 

"During  the  years  that  I  have  had  the  honor  and  distinction  of  shaping 
the  policies  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  amidst  the  many  pleasures 
that  have  come  to  me  is  the  very  signal  one  of  extending  a  cordial  welcome 
to  the  Alumnse.  I  usually  have  that  pleasure  in  our  own  halls  to  a  limited 
number,  but  today  I  have  the  opportunity  and  the  distinction  of  extending 
that  welcome  for  the  Alumnse  to  a  much  larger  group — the  Alumnae  from 
Staunton  and  Augusta  county. 

"I  was  not  born  in  Augusta  county,  but  I  have  learned  to  love  its  people 
and  enjoy  the  many  advantages  and  opportunities  that  come  from  residing 
in  a  part  of  the  state  so  far-famed  for  its  delightful  climate  and  lofty 
mountains.  The  sandy  shores  and  level  stretches  of  my  own  county  are 
washed  on  the  one  side  by  the  stormy  Atlantic  and  on  the  other  by  the 
dancing  waters  of  the  blue  Chesapeake,  and  if  I  had  not  been  born  in 
Accomac,  I  would  have  wished  for  no  fairer  heritage  than  to  claim  Au- 
gusta as  my  native  county.  I  take  very  genuine  pleasure  in  extending  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  Alumnse  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  because  next  to  the 
gay,  laughing  groups  of  students  who  are  now  thronging  your  stately  halls 
and  who  will  automatically  become  Alumnse,  you  compose  a  group  that  is 
nearest  and  dearest  to  my  heart. 

"On  account  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  and  the  trust  confided  to 
me  by  the  board  of  trustees,  I  have  had  the  rare  privilege  of  directing  the 
affairs  of  a  college  in  the  making.  I  have  the  greatest  reverence  and  re- 
spect for  the  honored  past  of  your  great  school  and  the  success  achieved 
by  the  distinguished  officers  and  teachers  who  brought  about  that  success 
and  who  have,  by  their  ability  and  earnestness  given  to  the  service  of  the 
world  such  a  large  group  of  splendidly  trained  and  capable  women.  You 
know  the  past  and  if  time  would  permit,  it  would  give  me  pleasure  to  re- 
view it,  but  I  feel  today  that  the  present  and  the  future  should  receive  our 
very  special  attention.  May  I  call  your  attention  in  a  very  few  words  to  a 
few  events  of  the  past  two  years  which  have  affected  most  immediately  the 
strictly  educational  operation  of  the  Mary  Baldwin?  If  you  will  refer  to 
the  Alumnse  Bulletin  of  1923,  you  will  find  that  I  presented  without  hesi- 
tation difficulties  which  confronted  us  in  even  attempting  to  provide  for 
two  entirely  separate  groups  of  students  in  one  plant.  By  making  the  most 
accurate  adjustment  of  classes,  schedules,  use  of  teachers'  time,  space  in 
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the  dining  room,  dormitory  space  and  every  kind  of  space,  we  have  suc- 
ceeded in  organizing  two  groups  of  students  verying  in  preparation  and 
aim.  I  am  sure  that  the  Staunton  Alumna  know  what  we  have  accom- 
plished, but  at  the  risk  of  tiring  them  I  will  give  some  information  that 
may  be  of  interest  to  those  members  of  the  Alumnae  who  are  not  so 
familiar  with  the  operation  of  the  school. 

ENROLLMENT   FIGURES 

"Our  enrollment  for  this  year  numbers  355  students.  Forty-five  are  in 
the  graded  department  and  the  remainder,  310,  are  about  equally  divided 
between  the  preparatory  (regulars  and  specials),  and  the  college  depart- 
ment (regulars  and  specials).  The  number  of  students  admitted  to  re- 
gistration in  the  college  department  is  distributed  as  follows :  seniors,  5 ; 
juniors,  10;  sophomores,  24;  freshmen,  49;  making  88  regular  matriculated 
college  students,  and  if  you  will  honor  us  by  your  presence  at  our  college 
commencement  exercises  at  10  :00  o'clock,  Monday  morning.  May  25,  I  hope 
you  will  see  your  college  students,  your  college  faculty,  your  board  of 
trustees  and  distinguished  visitors  in  academic  procession,  formed  on  your 
front  terraces  and  wending  their  way  to  your  historic  chapel.  There  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  with  all  its  rights  and  privileges,  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  your  five  seniors  .  We  have  eight  separate  college  departments 
with  splendid  teachers  presiding  over  each  department.  Those  teachers  do 
college  work  only.  Our  upper  dormitories  are  used  by  college  students 
only,  living  under  a  modified  form  of  cooperative  government.  The  central 
part  of  the  dining-room  is  given  over  to  college  students,  one  of  whom  pre- 
sides at  each  table.  The  splendid  library  containing  over  7C00  volumes  is 
used  freely  and  most  successfully  by  the  college  students  who  go  in  and 
out  as  they  desire.  I  have  enumerated  only  a  few  of  the  definite  changes 
that  I  have  been  able  to  make.  From  an  academic  view  point  we  have  much 
cause  to  be  gratified. 

"The  location  of  the  plant,  the  presence  of  the  preparatory  students  who 
must  be  retained  in  order  to  conserve  that  special  type  of  patronage  that 
will  eventually  be  needed  when  the  separation  of  the  schools  takes  place, 
have  prevented  us  from  inaugurating  the  social  reorganization  so  greatly 
to  be  desired,  though  we  have  trained  the  girls  in  initiative  and  self-reliance 
here  a  little  and  there  a  little,  day  by  day,  so  that  they  may  be  ready  to  as- 
sume heavier  responsibilities  within  a  few  years.  This  general  discussion 
of  the  Mary  Baldwin  would  be  incomplete  without  speaking  of  the  splendid 
group  of  women  who  are  working  in  the  preparatory  department  and  the 
special  departments,  and  the  fine  students  who  are  matriculated  there.  One 
of  the  greatest  needs  in  modern  education  is  a  strong  preparatory  school 
that  will  not  only  prepare  students  to  enter  college  but  that  will  also  pre- 
pare them  to  remain  in  college  after  entrance  is  secured.  Within  the  past 
ten  years  the  number  of  students  seeking  admission  to  college  has  been 
equalled  at  no  other  time  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Colleges  have 
doubled  their  numbers  and  raised  their  standards.  One  of  the  great  pro- 
blems that  colleges  have  to  solve  is  not  securing  students  but  providing 
ways  and  means  for  taking  care  of  the  students. 
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TLAN   FOR   EXPANSION 


'"  TThe  old  order  changeth  yielding  place  to  new,  and  God  fulfills  Him- 
^.3elf  in  many  ways.'  As  I  have  said,  we  have  rearranged  our  curriculum 
and  we  believe  that  our  individual  courses  of  study  are  good  and  thorough 
as  far  as  they  go,  but  our  curriculum  has  been  so  planned  that  as  soon  as 
the  resources  are  at  hand  it  can  be  expanded  and  enriched  into  all  that  a 
college  curriculum  ought  to  be.  But  for  all  that,  our  college  is  now  living 
in  a  boarding  school  and  it  is  not  easy  for  a  college  to  thrive  in  that  atmos- 
phere. Why?  Let  us  begin  with  the  faculty.  A  college  faculty  ought  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  continuing  their  scholarly  attainments.  They  ought 
to  have  time,  place  and  quiet  for  study.  Here  they  are  in  close  quarters 
not  only  with  their  own  students  but  with  the  girls  in  the  preparatory 
school,  where  their  time  and  strength  is  used  in  the  kind  of  chaperoning  that 
is  customary  in  a  boarding  school.  When  they  share  the  life  and  problems 
of  the  school  as  a  whole,  what  chance  is  left  for  the  expansion  of  the 
philosophic  mind?  If  they  have  school  spirit  and  are  loyal  to  the  extra- 
curricula  activities,  they  have  even  a  double  set  of  entertainments  to  at- 
tend. Not  much  evidence  of  independent  intellectual  work  emerges  from 
boarding  school.  Not  many  works  of  research,  not  many  text-books,  nor 
even  many  essays !  Is  it  strange  ?  But  the  world  expects  a  college  faculty 
to  be  more  productive.  How  can  the  students  catch  the  enthusiasm  for 
scholarship  ?  How  can  they  venture  into  high  thinking  unless  their  teachers 
lead  the  way? 

"Then  consider  the  girls.  It  is  hard  on  the  college  girl  to  be  promoted 
to  college  and  yet  have  the  younger  girls  always  around.  The  college 
freshmen  want  the  stimulus  of  association  with  upper  classmen.  I  need  not 
go  into  more  detail.  Hurry  up  with  the  campaign  and  send  the  Mary 
Baldwin  College  out  to  the  campus  to  begin  her  new  life.  Give  the  faculty 
reasonably  quiet  living  quarters,  and  give  them  studies  in  which  they  can 
have  desks  and  their  private  libraries  in  which  they  can  have  conferences 
with  their  students,  places  more  attractive  than  bedrooms  or  classrooms. 
Send  the  college  girls  out  to  the  campus,  let  them  have  a  student  organiza- 
tion which  takes  in  every  girl  on  the  campus,  but  in  which  every  girl  is  fit- 
ted for  college  work  and  college  life.  There  will  be  a  uniformity  of  age 
and  taste  which  would  infinitely  simplify  the  problems  of  community  life. 
Give  them  room — physical,  mental,  social,  moral,  and  spiritual.  For  physi- 
cal room,  supplement  the  great  campus  by  a  modern  gymnasium.  Give 
them  an  opportunity  to  indulge  in  winter  sports  of  many  kinds.  For  mental 
room,  give  academic  buildings  and  laboratories  and  a  library  worthy  of 
the  higher  education  of  today.  For  special  room,  give  comfortable  and 
hygienic  living  quarters  but  give  plenty  of  extra  room — living  rooms,  bright 
and  sunny  and  cheery,  for  the  homelife  and  the  social  life  that  we  want  our 
girls  to  have.  And  for  the  spiritual  inspiration,  give  a  beautiful  chapel,  one 
whose  very  look  will  be  suggestive  of  what  is  beautiful  and  exalted  and 
challenging  the  highest  within  us.  We  shall  ask  for  more  in  the  years  to 
come  but  enough  for  the  present.  Hurry  and  send  the  Mary  Baldwin 
College  out  to  begin  her  new  life, — new,  but  bound  up  with,  and  hallowed 
by,  all  the  past." 
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MISS  BALDWIN'S  WILL 

It  was  thought  that  a  copy  of  some  clauses  from  Miss  Baldwin's  will 
would  prove  interesting : 

"I,  Mary  Julia  Baldwin,  of  Staunton,  Virginia,  do  make  and  publish 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  hereby  revoking  all  other  wills  heretofore 
made    by    me. 

"1 .  The  late  Miss  Agnes  R.  McClung,  having  by  will  given  her  interest 
of  one-third  of  the  two  pieces  of  ground  purchased  by  her  and  me  from 
the  estate  of  Judge  L.  P.  Thompson  and  the  widow  of  said  Judge  Thomp- 
son respectiveh^  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary,  the 
same  to  take  effect  at  my  death,  I  hereby  desire  all  my  interests  of  two- 
thirds  in  the  said  two  pieces  of  real  estate  and  their  appurenances  to  the 
Augusta  Female  Seminary,  or  the  Trustees  thereof,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  Seminary. 

"2.  Miss  Agnes  R.  McClung  and  I,  having  years  ago  bought  from  Mrs. 
Catherine  Thompson  the  remainder  of  the  Thompson  lot  known  as  "Hill 
Top,"  and  I,  having  since  the  death  of  the  said  Miss  AlcClung  purchased 
and  paid  for  her  interests  in  the  property,  so  that  I  am  now  the  sole  owner 
thereof,  I  hereby  give  and  devise  the  said  lot  and  its  appurtenances  to  the 
Augusta  Female  Seminary  or  the  Trustees  thereof  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Seminar}-,  to  be  held  and  used  as  part  of  the  Seminary  property. 

"3.  All  personal  property  belonging  to  me  and  used  in  carrying  on  the 
Augusta  Female  Seminary,  such  as  furniture,  musical  instruments,  appara- 
tus, books,  etc.,  unless  otherwise  disposed  of,  I  give  to  the  Augusta  Female 
Seminary,  or  the  Trustees  thereof  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Seminary. 

"4.  In  consideration  of  the  gifts  I  have  made  to  the  Augusta  Female 
Seminary  I  require  that  the  daughters  of  the  successive  pastors  of  the 
First  and  Second  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Staunton,  shall  be  instructed 
free  of  charge  by  said  Seminary  in  all  the  branches  of  education  and  ac- 
complishments taught  therein  or  as  many  as  may  be  desirable  and  practic- 
able. 

"5.  I  give  and  devise  to  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary  or  the  Trustees 
thereof  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Seminary,  the  house  and  lot  on  the 
east  side  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Staunton,  now  occupied  by 
Mrs.  Van  Lear ;  this  lot  as  well  as  other  property-,  real  and  personal,  given 
by  me  to  the  said  Seminary  is  not  to  be  sold  for  payment  of  legacies,  but 
the  said  legacies  are  to  abate  ratably  if  the  assets  appropriated  to  their 
payment  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  full  amounts. 
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"6.  All  silver  and  plated  goods,  glass  and  china  used  in  connection  with 
the  Augusta  Female  Seminary,  I  give  to  the  said  Seminary  or  Trustees 
thereof  for  use  of  the  Seminary. 

"7.  All  other  property  belonging  to  me  and  not  herein  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  both  real  and  personal,  I  give  to  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary, 
or  the  Trustees  thereof,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Seminary,  and  I 
hereby  appoint  and  constitute  the  said  Seminary,  or  its  Trustees,  for  its 
benefit  my  residuary  legatee  devisee." 

(Note:  Miss  Baldwin  bequeathed  some  article  of  personal  property  to 
each  member  of  her  faculty  and  all  employees  of  the  school  at  that  time.)

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CAMPAIGN  MESSAGSS 


As  chairman  of  the  Alumnse  Campaign  I  wish  I  could  reach  every 
alumna  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College  to  urge  each  one  to  do 
her  whole  best  to  make  possible  the  greater  Mary  Baldwin  College.  Our 
campaign  has  a  deeper  significance  than  the  building  of  a  college.  We  are 
doing  a  great  patriotic  work  when  we  extend  the  field  of  usefulness ;  out 
of  Mary  Baldwin  we  are  building  a  better  citizenship,  a  Christian  citizen- 
ship, the  foundation  stone  of  which  is  Christian  education.

Dear  Fellow-Alumnse : 

I  have  been  unable,  through  stress  of  circumstances,  to  do  any  of  the 
speaking,  I  have  been  asked  to  do  for  the  Alumnge  drive  for  the  $500,000 
which  we  have  accepted  as  our  quota  toward  the  Mary  Baldwin  College. 
But  as  vice-chairman,  I  feel  that  I  should  like  to  add  at  least  a  word  to 
the  many  eloquent  ones  that  have  been  spoken  by  Mrs.  McAIillin  and 
written  by  Mrs.  Howison,  for  I  am  heart  and  soul  for  the  cause  in  which 
we  are  all  enlisted  just  now. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  her  history  that  our  Alma  Mater  has  made  any 
call  whatever  upon  her  alumnse  for  financial  help,  and  for  this  reason,  some 
of  us  are  perhaps  surprised  to  be  called  upon  now.  But  the  real  surprise 
is  that  this  is  her  first  call,  that  she  has  gone  along  so  many  j-ears,  useful 
and  prosperous  years,  constantly  adding  to  her  equipment,  and  improving 
in    her   physical   aspects,   without   turning   to   her   alumnse   for    assistance. 

We  must  look  upon  this  call  as  something  not  unusual  or  unprecedented, 
but  as  the  ordinary  and  universal  procedure.  To  give  something  then  being 
an  accepted  obligation,  the  question  for  each  of  the  Alumnse  to  decide  for 
herself  is  how  much.  It  is  one  thing,  of  course,  to  feel  the  desire  and  the 
obligation  to  give,  and  quite  another  to  have  the  financial  ability  to  carry 
out  one's  wishes. 

Because  there  are  m.any  who  will  not  be  able  to  fulfill  their  own  wishes 
in  the  matter,  this  message  is  directed  particularly  to  those  whose  means 
enable  them  to  live  in  comfort  and  luxury,  and  who  by  the  sacrifice  of  some 
of  these,  will  be  able  to  give  sums  in  excess  of  the  $250.00  which  has  been 
fixed  as  the  individual  quota  of  each  alumna  if  the  sum  is  to  be  raised. 

I  say  in  all  seriousness  and  from  the  fullness  of  experience  that  I  doubt 
if  there  are  many  former  students  whose  debt  to  their  Alma  Mater  is  as 
great  as  ours  to  the  Alary  Baldwin. 

Mary  Julia  Baldwin  was  a  pioneer  among  educators  at  the  time  she 
founded  her  school  as  an  institution  of  higher  education  for  young  women. 
The  curriculum  was  laid  dov.-n  upon  the  same  plan  as  that  of  the  University 
of  Virginia  and  the  work  required  was  of  college  standard. 

Thoroughness  was  the  watchword  of  Miss  Baldwin  in  every  department 
and  she  was  not  satisfied  until  she  found  teachers  to  measure  up  to  her 
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standards.  In  instilling  thoroughness  into  us,  our  teachers  also  gave  us 
the  inestimable  advantages  of  application,  the  ability  and  the  courage  to 
tackle  hard  things  and  the  driving  power  to  accomplish  them.  Character 
was  the  basis  on  which  she  built,  religion  was  the  basis  of  character  and 
truth  its  highest  ornament.  Another  thing  that  was  instilled  into  us  merely 
by  the  asmosphere  which  surrounded  Miss  Baldwin  in  her  life  time — and 
which  has  been  passed  on  as  a  school  tradition — is  an  utter  lack  of  snob- 
bishness. There  was  no  recognition,  even,  of  money  values.  We  never 
cared  or  even  knew  who  was  rich  or  who  was  not.  That  fact  was  never 
taken  into  consideration  in  accepting  scholars  for  the  school,  or  in  dis- 
missing them,  or  in  the  awarding  or  withholding  of  honors  by  the  faculty, 
nor  by  the  girls  in  forming  friendships  or  awarding  student  honors. 

I  mention  these  things  becasue  they  have  meant  so  much  in  my  own 
life  that  I  cannot  think  but  that  all  Mary  Baldwin  girls  have  come,  through 
experience,  to  feel  as  I  feel  and  value  them  as  I  have  learned  to  value  them 
and  to  want,  as  I  want,  to  have  perpetuated  in  the  world,  not  only  the 
memory,  but  the  spirit  of  Mary  Julia  Baldwin.  Let  us  all  do  every  thing  in 
our  power,  individually  and  collectively,  to  bring  this  about.

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In  addition  to  the  $100,000.00  pledged  by  Staunton,  and  the  $500,000.00 
goal  of  the  Alumnse,  a  movement  to  subscribe  $500,000.00  from  the  nation 
to  perpetuate  the  birthplace  and  chapel  in  which  Woodrow  Wilson  was  born 
and  baptized  will  be  launched  during  October  and  November  of  this  year.

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A  MESSAGE  FROM  MRS.  LIBY  ALBY  BULL 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  friends  again  for  the  gener- 
ous help  given  to  us  during  the  past  fiive  years.  This  assistance  has  made 
our  work  possible  in  Korea.  In  that  land,  so  far  removed  from  the  home- 
land, we  have  known  the  so-called  hardships,  but  we  have  really  felt  one 
hardship,  that  of  being  separated  from  our  children  for  seven  years.  You 
have  made  us  able  to  bear  that  one  real  and  great  hardship  by  your  most 
generous  help.  I  repeat  what  I  have  tried  to  say  during  these  years,  that 
we  thank  you  most  sincerely  and  appreciate  most  deeply  all  that  you  have 
done  for  us. 

Twenty-five  years  ago,  while  teaching  at  Agnes  Scott  in  Decatur,  Ga.^ 
the  call  came  to  me  to  go  to  the  East.  Knowing  how  many  teachers  would 
gladly  fill  my  place  in  those  most  congenial  surroundings  and  seeing  how 
few  were  to  be  found  for  the  work  in  the  East,  I  gladly  went  out  to 
Korea. 

At  that  time  there  were  no  schools  for  girls  in  our  part  of  Korea.  It 
has  been  a  privilege  to  work  for  the  girls  and  women  in  that  land  that 
knew  not  Christ  and  to  give  to  them  some  of  the  good  things  that  I  had 
received  at  our  beloved  Mary  Baldwin.  "No  nation  can  rise  above  its 
mothers"  is  a  true  saying.  The  Mary  Baldwin  School  at  Kunsan,  Korea, 
has  sent  forth  many  young  women  whose  influence  has  been  felt  in  leading 
others  to  Christ  and  in  building  up  His  Kingdom. 

It  was  through  the  influence  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Howison  that  the  money  for 
our  main  building  was  given  by  the  women  of  Lexington  Presbytery.  It 
has  been  through  the  gifts  of  the  faculty  and  students  of  Mary  Baldwin 
Seminary,  sent  out  by  Miss  Weimar  and  by  Miss  Higgins,  that  it  has  been 
equipped. 

Loving  Mary  Baldwin,  as  I  have  always  loved  the  Seminary,  I  feel 
great  joj-  in  knowing  that  the  sun  never  sets  on  her  activities.  There  is  no 
greater  word  of  commendation  that  can  be  spoken  for  the  Mary  Baldwin 
Seminary  and  College  than  that  she  has  a  Mary  Baldwin  School  in  Kunsan, 
Korea,  that  in  name  and  in  spirit  is  trying  to  give  to  the  girls  of  that  land 
the  best  that  it  can  give.

Dean  Campbell,  of  Washington  and  Lee  University,  who  delivered  the 
address  to  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  graduates,  is  a  grandson  of  the  Rev. 
W.  R.  Bailey,  who  in  1842  established  a  school  for  girls  in  Staunton,  now 
known  as  the  Mary  Baldwin. 

Mrs.  Roselle  Mercier-Montgomery  who  has  her  summer  home  in 
Connecticut,  is  vice-president  of  the  League  of  American  Penwomen  for 
that  state.
